loss among the live stock, due to 
vegetable poisoning. 


Mr. Hansen i's ree.ognized as one 


of the leading' authorities on weeds 
in the central states. He has been a 
very busy man during the last sev- 
eral years. 


In many localities

county the 'majority of clover and 
grass seeds are shipped in from ot- 
her states. This results in the intro- 
duction of many nevgsaeeds.
